omist: 
Padding can add years to the 
wear-life of a carpet, especially 
an inexpensive carpet. It also 
will 
provide 
ex tra 
insulation, 
sound absorption, and walk ing 
comfort. Padding is recommend­ 
ed for use under all carpets, 
even chose with foam back ing. 
Good padding should be re­ 
silient, soft enough to absorb 
the shock of applied weight, but 
not so soft as to allow the car­ 
pet to stretch. It should be cut 
an inch or so smaller than the 
rug. An ex tra foot of length 
should be allowed on stairs to 
permit occasional shifting. The

The most common tyj>es of 
padding are hair and hair-fiber 
felts, 
rubberized 
felts, sponge
